DANIELS AT SAN DIEGO.

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 6.—Secretary of 


[the Navy Josephus Daniels made his 
entry into San Diego late tonight 
aboard the Good Ship Jobephus and 
sailed through a lane of cheering 
thousands as he passed along the 
downtown streets to the U. 8. Grant 
Hotel. 


The Secretary arrived ot the Santa 


Fe station from Los Angeles at 9:36 
this evening. He had previously 


planned to arrive here during the 
afternoon but a delegation of San 
Diegans, headed by Congressman 
Kettner and George Burnham 
hastened to Riverside to meet him 
and prevent his early arrival in this 
city, which would have interfered 
with the big reception planned for 
him. Secretary Daniels and his party 
then motored to Del Mar where they 
remained until this evening. 


When the Secretary alighted from 


his train he found the greater part 
of the populace at the station to 
meet him. Thousands of people were 
crowded around the station and the 
official party founl difficulty iam 
reaching the waiting autys. 


As the train pulled irto the Sta- 


tion several bands struck up livels 
airs and a thunder of cheers arose 
for the honored guest. Through an 
avenue of marines and one hundred 


pretty girlie dressed in sailor cos- 
tumes, Secretary Daniel was 68 
corted to the Good Ship Josephus, 
which was to be his flagship during 
his cruise through the crowded 
streets. The Good Ship Josephus was 
a real ship, mounted on wheels and 
with a miniature ocean around it 
and manned by a crew of bluejackete 
at the oars. The Good Ghip 
Josephus was a 100 man-power 
vessel, drawn by a 100 sturdy youths. 
Immediately following Secretary 
Daniels float marched 100 = sailor 
girls.

Josephus Daniels, carrying a huge 
‘bouquet of flowers, and the follow- 
ing personages of San Iilego, whe 
were members of the Reception 
Committee:

WARSAW, July 31 (via Paria. 
Aug. 6)—Two American pacifiste, one 
from Chicago, are advancing pleas 
for disarmament at Warsaw while 
Poland faces three powerful foes. 

The Americans are Fiorence Hol-

yesterday, August The confer- 
ence has not been advised of the 
Rumanian action. 

It is greatly feared in conference 
circles that the Rumanian action 
will result in the overthrow of the 
new Hungarian government, French 
circles state that the Rumanian 
army is not under the command ot 
Marshal Foch, the Allied commander 
in chief, the Rumanian general re- 
fusing to accept orders from the 
French. 


NOT IN CONFERENCE. 


The Rumanians have not been ac- 
tively participating in the Peace 
Conference since 
some time ago took exception to 
the decision of the conference upon 
the principle guaranteeing the rights 
of minorities within national bord- 


ers. 

In the ultimatum the Rumanians 
demand the reduction of the Hun- 
garian army to 15,000 men and the 
surrender of 50 per cent. of the 
harvest, animals and farm machin- 
ery and 50 per cent. of the railway 
supplies. 

e ultimatum also demands a 
larde proportion of the Danube 
shipping and equipment and sup- 
plies for an army of 300,000 men, 
together with rations for the Ru- 
manian forces pending a peace set- 
tlement. 

The text of the ultimatum reads 
as follows: 

“The Rumantan supreme com- 
mand makes the following condi- 
tions on which ft will accept the 
cessation of hostilities requested by 
the Hungarian government: 
DEMANDS WAR MATERIAL. 
“The Rumanian supreme com- 
mand will give up the occupation of 


all of Hungary it the Hungarian 
supreme command agrees to deliver 
all material of war of every kind 
which remains in possession of the 
Hungarian troops and state, except- 
ing material considered necessary to 
armed forces which Hungary wil! 
have the right to maintain to keep 
order in the interior until the ratifi- 
cation of peace with Rumania. The 
strength of these forces will, under 
ho circumstances, be more than 
15.000, officers included. 

“The Hungarian supreme com- 
mand must also deliver the factories 
now existing in Hungary. which 
have been used for the fabrication 
of munitions of war. Their dis- 
mantling for the benefit of Ruma- 
nia will be carried out by Ruma- 
nian specialists with the aid of Hun- 
garian officers.

stuffs had not been exorbitant. 
Thomas E. Wilson, president of 
Wiison 4 Co., in offering full co- 
operation to the committee in dea!- 
ing with the high cost of living, sad 
that he spoke not only for his owa 
company, but also for the Institute 
of American Meat Packers, includ- 
ing about 200 packing-houses, or 


all except three or four in the coun- 


try. He revealed the fact that this 
organization of the packins-euses 
had been formed in the last two or 
three weeks, with himeelf as chair- 


man. 

It ie incorporated under the laws 
of the District of Columbia, he said, 
and is designed to co-operate with 
the government in any way the gov- 
ernment desires; to put before the 
public all the facts with regard to 
the packing business; te study the 
problems of the packing industry and 
to disseminate the knowledge gained 
to its members. 

DENIES PRICE CONTROL. 


In reply to a question by Senator 
Sheppard of Texas Mr. Wilson em- 
phatically denied that the institute 
had been organized with a view to 
control prices. 

Discussing charges that the pack- 


ers have profiteered, Mr. Wilson said 


that ite profits had been only about 
5.6 per cent. last year on its invest- 
ment. He said that figures of the 
United States Steel Corporation 
showed that its profite had been 
about twenty times as great, relative- 
ly, as the profits of the packers last 
year. Figuring another way. Mr. W!'- 
son told the committee that the 
packers’ profits per person on meats 
in the United States had been about 
90 cents for the entire year. 

“You pay enough to allow that 
much profit when you purchase 4 
necktie,” he added, and predicted 


that the profits of the packers this; 


year would be less than last. 

Mr. Wilson said that what was 

needed was a full understanding be- 
tween the packers, the producers and 
the public. 
Only by co-operation between the 
packers and the producers and the 
government, he said, could the de- 
ferences which have arisen be ironed 
out. He said thie would have to be 
something more than legislation. 


COST BLAMED ON PEOPLE. 


“The high coset of living,” Mr. Wil-/} 


son sald, “ie not a local question 
with the United States. It is a world 
proposition, It cannot de solved in 
a minute. The people of the world 


lowered on meats. He replied that 
his company was not in the retail 
businese and that it would be neces- 
sary for the committee to call on 
retailers for this information. He 
said, however, that there were many 
things to be taken into considera- 
tion in the retailers’ price, includ- 
ing the costly delivery service de- 
manded by the public. 
GROCERIES SIDE MN. 


Senator Sherman of Illinois asked 
Mr. Wilson about the so-called un- 
related lines of business, including 
the grocery business, in which the 
packers have engaged. Mr. Wileon 
said the entire business of the big 
packers last year in these unrelated 
lines amounted to about $100,000,- 
000, as compared to $4.000,000,000, 


the total grocery business for the 
country, and $2,400,000,000, the total 
business of the packers. He insisted 
the packers have not combined to 
fix prices for the purchase of cattle, 
or for the sale of goods, and said 
that if such a thing were attempted, 
100 men must know in almost any 
stockyard, and that the Federal 
Trade Commission would have no 
trouble getting men to testify if it 
were. 

William Diesing, head of the beef 
department of the Cudahy company, 
offered the services of his. com- 
pany to the committee in obtaining 
all the facts regarding the c of 
meats, te., in order to find a remedy 
for the high cost of living.

ROCKS? 

One half of the world is ablaze, the 

other half smoldering. The half capable

For humanity is only just emerging, some- 
what fearfully, somewhat recklessly, from 
the shadow of a great crime. The dawn 
of peace is obscured in the cloud rack that 
follows the wake of the war tempest. 

— For the time being the terdency of so- 

cial forces is toward Wiscord and disinte- 
gration. Almost every newspaper dispatch, 
foreign and domestic, affords evidence of 

is dangerous trend. England, France, 
Germany Redivivus, the three balance 
wheels of Europe, are running out of true. 

Our people at home are fretting under 
new laws and new obligations; restless and 
irritated, they are turning away from the 
wisdom of the ages. These psychological 
Causes are manifest in violent disturb- 
ances. The whole world is mutinous. 

, Los Angeles has just been stirred to hor- 
ror and indignation by a cowardly and 
cruel outrage. Everyone abominates the 
crime itself. Yet it is but an extreme re- 
sult of the general revolt against the re- 
straint of obligation to others, You cannot 
weaken the law of obligation in small 
things and expect to enforce it in great 
ones. 

Chicago is counting its dead and injured 
and figuring the damage bill efter a week 
of riot that apparently started from nothing 
and ended in nothing. Yet it had a lesson 
for school children—and statesmen. It 
demonstrated plainly the demoralizing ex- 
ample of the rage for sensation among the 
“higher-ups” on those who are ignorant and 
prone to lawlessness. 

The selfish individual drives his high- 
power motor at break-neck spsed along the 
public highway. The radical labor-unionist 
calls a strike to bring himself into spectac- 
ular prominence: The sordid profiteer 
bleeds the consumer for the sheer ecstasy 
of displaying his utter contempt for public 
opinion, The useless fat commissioner in 
California sits tight in his easy chair and 
laughs at the effort of the overburdened 
taxpayer to disiodge him. The anarchist 
lies low in his cellar and would unseat the 
mighty with a bomb. 

The same perilous spirit in a varying de- 
gree animates all these defiers of society. 
Nothing is more destructive to the State 
than the ‘“public-be-damned” spirit. All 
those who delight in shocking their neigh- 
bors, who glory in their improprieties, play 
into the hands of the lawless. The wild 
girl who immodestly exposes what she con- 
siders her natural charms on a public wa- 
ter front, the wild man who secretly cher- 
ishes a hatred for his supposed wrongs 
against all happy people are both figures 
on the same crazy patchwork. From bare- 
ness to bomb-throwing there are many de- 
gtees of latitude, but the gulf ctream flows 
from the equator to the Arctic. 

In such sporadic outbreaks as the Winni- 
peg revolt, the Chicago riots, the promis- 
ctous bombthrowing at leading citizens in 
the United Staies, the Saturnalia of the 
dregs of the human race in unpoliced Liver- 
pool, the general strike situation that 
threatens to paralyze England we see the 
economic peril that spsings from this gen- 
world spirit of unrest, dissatisfaction 
and dislike for all former restraints. As 
the cost of livigg goes up the price of hu- 
man life goes down. The same spirit per- 
meates not only popular tastes, but even 
popular decencies and morals. 

Los Angeles stands high amcng the cities 
of the world. Our citizenship has been 
built up of the best materials. Yet in our 
own city the other day twenty eight divorce 
suits were filed, as against twenty-five mar- 
riage licenses issued. Such figures hardly 
need comment; they speak for themselves. 
But when the lust for divorce has exceeded 
the love of marriage, even in so highly re- 


when such a vreakdown of man's holiest 
institution can be passed over without a 
tipple of comment—must we not admit that 
the “public-be-damned” spirit of these near-

1 people—the sanctity of the American home. 


About this let us make no mistake. We 
Can perpetuate the jazz rage for disobedi- 
ence to all recognized standards that has 
arrived as a protest against the restrictians 
of war—at the risk of the whole future of 
the human race, supposing it possible for 
a short period of anger to become chronic. 
The most explosive man, however, that ever 
lived has not given.way to a fit of active 
rage for more than ten minutes at a stretch. 
The same law applies to national displays of 
temper. 

Jazz is not music. It is the rebellion 
against the orderly laws of harmony. The 
shimmie is not a dance, It is the attempt 
of vulgar minds to sensualize an innocent 
pleasure. Divorce is not natural nor pleas- 
ant for normal minds to contemplate. Un- 
der the surface 90 per cent. of the people 
are still normal. 

But the horrors of the vilest war ever 
inflicted on suffering humanity have tried 
the world’s soul to the limit of endurance. 
The reaction has been violent. Human na- 
ture is passing through a spasm of protest. 
Hence riots and extravagance and immod - 
esty and jazs music and shimmie dances 
are a seething wash of unrest. But the 
spasm will not turn into convulsions. The 
whole human race will not consent to its 
own extermination.

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TANDING FOR FREEDOM, 

Despite the anathemas of the business 
agents of the Metal Trades Counci! of Los 
Angeles and the covert violence of the “red 
left” of the union-labor organizations, the 
plant of the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company at San Pedro is in daily 
operation with a working force of about 
1700 men. Two months ago the walking 
delegates of the Metal Trades Council 
called a strike at the plant because the 
company declined to disfranchise all non- 
union employees in the election of shop 
committees and insisted on protecting sol- 
diers and sailors in the application of the 
seniority rule. For six weeks the plant 
was closed, pending negotiations between 
the management and committees purport- 
ing to represent the employees who had 
left the plant. It developed, however, that 
the committees were not representing all 
the former employees, but only such as be- 
longed to unions affiliated with the Metal 
Trades Council. 

It was the repetition of an old, old story. 
The business agents would not consent that 
the union men return unless the tndepend- 
ent workmen were disfranchised in all 
shop elections and were progressively elim- 
inated. The business agents insisted fur- 
ther that a so-called seniority rule must be 
strictly enforced in the employment of and 
dismissal of workmen. At the time there 
were more than 1000 soldiers and sailors 
employed in the plant. Several hundred 
former employees had not yet been demo- 
biliszed. To grant the radical demands in 
relation to the seniority rule meant to dis- 
criminate against those who had left the 
company to enter the service of their coun- 
try. As a gradual reduction of the force 
to place the industry on a peace basis was 
necessary, it meant that no returned sol- 
diers or sailors could be reemployed. To 
the hero who asked for his old job back the 
company would be compelled to reply, “You 
lost your seniority rights when you left our 
employ and we cannot re-engage you.” 

Officials of the company replied that they 
would keep the yard closed rather than 
operate it under such insufferable condi- 
tions. The management agreed to collect- 
ive bargaining under the regulations pro- 
vided by the War Labor Board. It agreed 
to the application of the seniority rule, 
other things being equal. Both these pro- 
posals were rejected by the walking dele 
gates of the trade unions. The company 
then announced that the yard would be 
reopened and operated under the regula- 
tions of the War Labor Board. For more 
than two weeks it has been so operating. 
The machinery is all manned and the con- 
struction of vessels under government con- 
tract for the merchant marine is proceed- 
ing. 

But the operation of the yard is neces- 
sarily handicapped by the guerrilla war- 
fare Waged against it by the “red left.” 
Employees are threatened on their way to 
and from work by the strikers. A number 
instances of personal violence led to 

securing of an injunction restraining 
officers and members of the unions af- 
filiated with the Metal Trades Council from 
picketing the plant or from molesting or 
interfering with any of its employees. At 
the present time the yard is operating with 
about half the number of men employed 
before the strike; and its production is 
thereby reduced. 

During the controversy there has been 
no dispute over wages or working condi- 
tions. The strike was the result of a care- 
fully-planned drive on the part of the Metal 
Trades Council to compel a complete union- 
ization of the plant. They sought to force 
the dismissal of all nonunion employees 
and to compel the operation of the plant 
under rigid closed-shop conditions. The 
publicly-announced policy of the company 
was that there should be no liscrimination 
against any employee by reason of his union 
affiliations or nonunion affiliations. 
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the time the strike was called there were 
3800 men employed in the shipyard. Dur- 
ing the ten weeks before the walk-out the 
men received in wages $1,809,000. During 
the last ten weeks the company has paid 
in wages about $150,000. The strike has 
| cost the workmen themselves more than 
$1,600,000—enough to rebuild and reequip 
the entire plant. The business agents of 
the Metal Trades Coungil have sacrificed 
that amount of man power at a time when 
it is so highly necessary to rebuild the 
commerce and industry of the world. Five 
vessels of 10,000 tons displacement are still 
unfinished that would now be a part of the 
merchant marine if the strike had not been 
called. 

There has been a loss of more than 
$1,000,000 in wages to members of the 
unions affiliated with the Metal Trades 
Council. What return have these men re- 
ceived for that loss? What have they to 
show for the deprivations which their fami- 
lies have endured? What good has been 
accomplished by the business agents of the 
unions in return for this gross waste of 
$1,000,000? The company hag not escaped 
loss; but the officials assert that it would 
be impossible to build a self-supporting in- 
dustry if they were to turn the manage- 
ment of the plant over to the walking dele- 
gates. They assert, moreover, that to yield 
to the arrogant demands would have meant 
a surrender of their own manhood: that 
it would have meant the indorsement of a 
policy that is leading straight to Bolshe-

They have never discriminated against 
members of organized labor; but every 
man in the plant, whether union or non- 
union, has equal opportunity. That princi- 
ple is the principle of true Americanism. 
Political freedom means little if the coun- 
try is to be subjected to industrial bondage.

RACE RIOTS IN 


NORTH AND SOUTH. |

The recent race troubles In Wash- 
ington and Chicago bring to the fo- 
cus of public attention the alarming 
extent to which the antagonism be- 
tween the races has grown through- 
out our country They must give us 
pause and make us wonder if we 
had not bette> set our own house 
in order before prescribing the de- 


tails of the domestic policy of other 
nations. Besides the Washington 
and Chicago outbreaks there are 
constant occurrences of difficulty in 
the South—and it is my knowledge 
of these that gives me warrant to 
speak. Race troubles of the South 
are not made much display of by 
the southern newspapers, for the 
very obvious reason that their north- 
ern neighbors are too cager to seize 
upon the information ag a pretext 
for vituperative attacks upon the 
southern peorle and their attitude 
toward the negro race. This reti 
cence on the part of the southern 
newspapers, therefore, leaves the 
general public in i ce both as 
to the extent of such difficulties and 
the methods of treating with them. 
My intimate and first-hand knowl- 
edge of race conditions in the South, 
and of recent race disturbances, 
makes it possible for me to point 
out a very marked contrast between 
the northern and southern methods 
of coping with these difficulties. 

To begin with, let the reader re- 
call the Mast St. Louis race riot of 
1917. Without any apparent cause 
trouble broke out one morning in 
the stockyards and before evening 
several score of negroes were dead 
and piled in heaps in the streets, oth- 
er scores of whites and blacks were 
injured, and considerable section, 
practically all, of the negro resi- 
dence quarter was in ruins after a 
cruel and disastrous fire. How ex- 
plain such a situation? Commis- 
sions were sent by all sorts of phil- 
anthropic, sociologie and well-mean- 
ing societies to determine the cause. 
None of them did. The facts mere- 
ly showed that bad feeiing existed, 
some pretext lighted the match that 
kindled into flame, and the slaugh- 
ter resulted. And here it was not 
the instigators of the trouble who 
were sought out and punished, not 
the real leaders only—if there were 
leaders—pbut negroes were killed by 
wholesale for no other reason than 
that their skins were black. No spe- 
cifle charges were made against the 
negroes, no specific crimes were laid 
at their door. So far as any causes 
were ascertainable, it was a gereral 
bad feeling on the part of both races, 
and the method of settling the trou- 
ble was general siaughter, without 
respect io the innocence or guflt of 
the slauzhtered. One saloon-keeper, 
for example, kept his trusty negro 
porter hidden for twenty-four hours 
underneath a beer barrel, fearing 
violence to him from the mob. He 
had done nothing, but he was @ 
black—and the mob was no respect- 
er of persons! It knew neither eau- 
tion nor justice! 

The recent outbreak in Washing- 
ton had in it many elements of simi- 
larity to the East St. Louis disturb- 
ance, although the slanzhter was on 
* more restricted scale. Whatever 
the local cause of the trouble the 
method of coping with it was simi- 
lar—intimidation by reckless killing 
and injurmg. In Chicago the same 
policy was pursued, the deaths there 
assuming alarming proportions. 
Many of the victims were innocent 
of specific crimes or of any viola- 
tion of the rights of others. This, 
however, ts not offered in extenua- 
tion of the actual guiltiness of those 
implicated. Indeed, all who are ac 
quainte! with the negroes in north- 
ern citics have ample evidence of 
their too-frequent Insolence and law- 
lessness, but an innocent and law- 
abiding regro should be as secure 
in the pursuit of his well-being and 
happiness as any other citizen. 
There is no warrant for the slight- 
est invasion of his rights. 

The situation in the South is 
somewhat different. There is no 
general bad feeling. The races hold 
each other in high esteem and real- 
ize their mutual . interdependence. 
There is, for the most part, a feel- 
ing of fellow-helpfulness and am- 
eability. The trouble, when trouble 
occurs, is always local and isolat- 
ed—the result of specific violations 
of the law or of the rights of the 
group. The cause ig specific, the 
guilt usually definitely ascertaina- 
ble, and only the guilty are pun- 
ished. A case in point, with which 
I am personally familiar, occurred 
recently in Noxubee county, Missis- 
sippi. A certain negro undertook to 
meite his fellows in the community 
to rebellion againet their white em- 
ployers. He succeeded in a meas- 
ure unknown except to a few. But, 
in handling the situation, the organ- 
ized ageats of the law sought out 
the leader, and he alone was de- 
tained and punished, the other ne- 
groes being merely reprimanded and 
sent back to their work. The lead- 
er was whipped and sent out of the 
county. If he repeats his rebel 
lious propaganda in his new place 
of residence he will be dealt with 
again similarly. The riot he incit- 
ed, or attempted to incite, might 
have been very serious had not the 
leaders of the mob to suppress it 
acted with wisdom and cool-headed- 
ness. No innocent negroes were 
punished, no wholesale shootings or 
brandishing of clubs were indulged 
in. The real offender was appre- 
hended, punished and sent out of 
the community. No cthers were 
molested. 

Another case has to do with as 
atrocious crime committed in Lau- 
derdale county, Mississippi. A beau- 
tiful white girl was assaulted by 
burly negro and forcibly detain 
all night underneath a great oak 
tree. After an all-night's battle with 
ber antagonist she appeared the 
next morning at the home of her 
widowed mother, half nude, her 
clothes torn to shreds and her body 
brutally bruised and mutilated. A 
posse was organized to hunt the 
wretch, and feeling ran high among 
both races. A

acter and foresight, called the ne- 
groes together and explained to 
them that only the guilty brute was 
wanted and that no violence would 
result to any other. They were told 
of the heinousnesa of che crime that 
could not go wnpunished. The re- 
sult was that scores of negroes 
joined the mob and, after a ten 
days’ search, during which all busi- 
ness in the community was sus- 
pended, the criminal was caught and 
brought summarily to justice. He 
was swung to a limb of the great 
oak beneath which he had perpe- | 
trated his crime. Before dying he 
confessed his guilt and admonished } 
his race to forbearance from crime. 
‘Here the ends of justice were 
met, a specific crime was punished 
with expedition, and a race disturb- 
ance prevented from ſomenting—ull 
through the instrumentality of a 
mob! This is not offered in justifi- 
cation of the mob, certainly—no 
more than the newspaper accounts 
of the Washington and Chicago riots 
might be construed as justification 
of those riots. But a mob in such 
a case is inevitable and inevadabdle, 
whether the occurrence be in Mis- 
sissippi or Maine. in Florida or Cali- 
fornia. The State had no troops 
and wag impotent to interfere.

GOLDWYN RETURNS. 


TALKS ABOUT MANY THINGS, 
INCLUDING CENSORS. 


By Grace King#ey. 


Just returned from New York, 
Samuel Goldwyn, head of the Gold- 
wyn Pictures Corporation, yesterday 
gave a luncheon at the studio, with 
those two eminent authors, Rex 
Beach and Rupert Hughes, and a 
number of newspaper and trade- 
journal writers as guests. 

From the head of the table, Mr. 
Goldwyn dispensed,~ not only good 
food, but information and movie 
wisdom. Perhaps the most startling 
statement he made was to the ef- 
fect that viewing the production out- 
look he saw that the costume play 
was coming back into its own. In 
fact, he admitted that Goldwyn t- 
self is at present making two cos- 
tume plays. 

Concerning the subject of censor- 
ship, that ever-fertile topic of con- 
versation where two or three film 
folk are gathered together, Mr. Gold- 
wyn expressed the belief that the 
cure for the virulent sort of censor- 
ship which had been hacking right 
and left in film plays would come 
about when producers possessed part 
ownership at least in picture the- 
aters. Also the association of pie- 
ture concerns, with great writers 
and noted theatrical producers, as in 
case of Goldwyn, would tend to win 
public opinion entirely to the side 
of film producers. on the censorship 
question. 

Between croquettes and ple, Rex 
Beach made a contribution to the 
occasion in the form of the sugges- 
tion that censorship be laughed to 
death, and he said the way to make 
the public laugh would be to show 
to the people of the Lig cities of any 
given State in one or two reels, hand- 
ed gratis to the exhibitors, portions 
of a number of notable film produc- 
tions which had been cut out by 
censore in other States, but which 
they themselves had been privileged 
to see. As censors never agree as 
to what should and should not be 
shown, the result of the Beach plan 
would be to reveal to people how 
utterly inadequate, piffiing and 
ridiculous film censorship ia. Ru- 
nert Huches stated that in Pennsly- 
vania the censors objected to the 
scenes showing the approaching ma- 
ternity of the young French and Bel- 
cian girls in “The Unpardonable 
Sin.” and he himself was requist- 
tiened to talk to them. He finally 
succeeded in gaining his point. 

Mr. Goldwyn paid a generous 
tribute to D. W. Griffith's picture, 
“Broken Blossoms,” saying it had 
heen the means of “putting picture- 
making many strides ahead, and set- 
ting a new and very swift pace for 
other producers to follow.” 

As result of the recently-formed 
connection of Goldwyn with Lee 
Shubert-and Al Woods, Mr. Goldwyn 
stated that stars of both producers 
would take part in the pictures 
adapted from the plays of those 
eoneerns whenever their services 
were needed, claiming incidentally 
that Goldwyn controls more books 
and plays than any other film organ- 
ization. Among the plays shortty 
te Le made are “Maytime,” “Twin 
Reds” and “The Woman in Room 
13."
